Have American Scholars.

"The American" University Union 
haa had u busy year. The Increase 
since Ihe war of American students 
In I'VnnCp. had been very mat^ec 1 .. At 
tho opening of Ihe year 1019.1910 
there were 81 Amarlcan student!! In 
Trance, for the year heglnnlnK March 
1, 1822, there wore 1.392 roitistorsd at 
the Union who represented 1SR Insti- 
tutional and came from 41 atatca. 

"Ab*ut half of these students wore 
women, and about SO per cent, of them 
in Paris althoiiKh all of the provincial 
universities had American students. 
Of the French universities U hive 
summer schools for tho study of the 
French lansuage and literature whfch 
are attended by considerable numbers 
of Americans. The fees for Instruc- 
tion are extremely moderate and liv- 
ing Is chc.-ipcr when fl;ured in ?oId 
than in America: from 50 to 109 per 
cent, higher in Paris than In the 
smaller university cities. The Krobch 
arc very liberal in their treatment of 
American degrees and cive a very 
warm welcome to all serious Ameri- 
can students. Those who think ot so- 
iiiB- to I'rnnce should write for Instruc- 
tions from the Union and on reacliiriK 
Taris ko thero at unco for advlco and 
help. 

"Tho Union has moved this summer 
into very attractive rooms at 173 
boulevard St. Uermain. The hand- 
some building finished In 1716 was re- 
cently bought li ylhe Carnegie Foun- 
dation for tho Advancement of Peace 
wiiich kindly invited tho Union, as a 
kindred organisation pursuing ends 
similar to its own, to become tho ten- 
ant of tho second floor. Tho Union 
hud no u mil to form its students into 
nn American Club — a sogiesau'd 
Ki'Oitn. Indeed, it uses all its Influence 
to onrtitco und enable them lo enter as 
fully as possible Into French life and 
not lo flock bp Ihenisolwa, but nil 
ihroo of Its aucictarioH apeak English 
fluently and Ihoro nro a library, read- 
ing ami writing and study room (with 
typpwrltora), A warm wokomo with 
every sort of help and Information to 
gather with Uio friendly advlco of long 
oxporlouco ia extended to all upnll 
ça nia,

Smyrna, 
and Syria In which countries he spent 
moat of bis time. In addition lo oilier 
visits. I'rofcHnor Klderkln viewed ihn 
site of the tomb nf TlllunltllnniCII oil 
his trip up thu Mlo valley ami nliiyed 
a day and a half on the Grook Island 
of Ithoden near Cyprus of which the. 
Italians hnvo lOcently liikim posses- 
sion. 

Visits Tutunkhamn's Tomb 

Although his irlp ivhh taken cltleriy 
for the purpose of getting a back- 
ground for bis teachings In archaeol- 
ogy, Professor UUIvrkln glcnncd nbmc 
Interesting facts concerning tho poll- 
Iteal sltiiHlloiiM on Ithodes Island. He 
learned from conversation with tin; 
natives that. feeling is rife against the 
Italians, chiefly for suppressing cer- 
tain ceremonial rites of the Grecka. 
Personally, he believes the seizure, of 
the Island to be an act of agression 011 
the part of tho Italians, tho spot to 
be used a K a working basis to further 
Italian interests In Turkey. 

On bin 1,700. mile trip up Lite Nile 
Professor Klderkln visited the tombs 
of the great kings. Including that of 
Ramoses the Great and King Tutank- 
hamen. The entrance to the tomb of 
the latter Is all filled In to prevent de- 
struction ami theft by travelers and 
guards surround, the tomb day and 
night. Besides the tombs, Professor 
Bldorkln viewed the chief places where 
excavations have been made. a H well 
as the chief museums along the route. 
He visited the XaUonnl .Monument at 
Calm where he learned from the cu- 
rator that the finds from Tutankha- 
men's tomb will not he all in the mu- 
seum till the winter of lfl2G. all the 
material tti be transported by barge'to 
Insure safety. 

Turks Not' Rebuilding Smyrna * 

From Kgypl, Professor fildcrkin 
went lo Palestine to visit the Holy 
Lands, which are chiefly uf Interest 
to students of the Old Testament. At 
present, travelers are nul allowed lo 
vial I tho sites of early Church history, 
as tho country, Inhabited by Turks is 
under control of ihn Fronch, and ihn 
Turks do not waul tho Kreneb Gov- 
ernment in profit from excursions to 
the country, Professor Hlderkln, how- 
ever, lundi! Uni Irlp and was nblo lo 
get lo Ibi! ruins, which nro very poor- 
ly guarded by tho Turks. 

While in Smyrna, Professor isiiicr- 
kln found Hint tho Turks urn doing ab- 
solutely limbing in build up ihn rift- 
stroyoil nlly; only a row roadu being 
cleared away In enable Ibo people to 
get about in anmo extent. In Cyprus 
ho visited Ihn museum nf Nicosia, near 
Curium, which nnnlnlnls all ihn finds 
of 1 lie island. This museum contains 
nbi.iit ill plocoN which arc rellea of i hit 
Augustan Age. Tlta oily of Faiilngiis- 
la in one of Die must inloi'CHihig towns 
which Profossnr Bjdnrkln visliod as It 
contains an nnnlnsnro of ion ruined 
churches. Thin inu-n was ihn Inst 
alrungho|il of ihc Vcnoilans hoforo the. 
conquest of I ho Island by ilia Turks.

the attempts of Nnpolova to establish 
an Imperial regime over Europe. Bit! 
the first time tho Empire came to- 
gether into action with all its strength 
all its gigantic might . rd majesty 
from the Southern .-vas up to the 
North, from the Kastern > limes to the 
West— all the earth over— the first 
time this majestic army came Into 
action was on the 4th of August, I Si 4. 

"It is an Empire of many races - 
East and -AVeït, North and South— 
every colour. every clime, every 
civilisation, every religion— and every 
religion is good: it is only no 
ligion that is had. 

American Policy 
"I have just come from your great 
neighbour, and they have got a prob- 
lem of the same kind: but it is essen- 
tially different.

Princeton Men Were Explor- 
ing During Summer. 

During the past summer several 
members of the Princeton CloolOgy 
department its well as some graduate 
students have been active in geological 
survey work Id different scellons of 
North America. Prnminon! In this 
work wore IV. A. V, BtnMlngUm itn<J 
l>r. It. K. Howell, both assistant pro- 
fessors of lleology. The principal dln- 
tricts studied were parts iif new Jer- 
sey, New York, and Pennsylvania, n 
few districts of Now England, Quebec 
and Hritlsh Columbia, the lower 
Mackenzie Hiver, and sections of 
Alaska. California, and Mexico. 
Or* Deposits Explored. 

Other men interested In this work, 
were Professor A. IL Phillips and 
Kobin Willis, of the Faculty, .mil C. 
M. Penning '22 v i. and the following 
members of the Graduate School: ,1. 
13. (till. \V. Kelly. P. K. Mackay, .1. 
It. Mawdslay, .1. I". Walker, H. U. 
Wanlass '!0^ and O. A. Wlffnn '23 
Several of the men were working di- 
rectly for the Canadian Geological 
Survey in Hritlsh Columbia and along 
the St. Liiwrenee. while Dr. IJuddlng- 
ton js Chief Geologist for southeastern 
Alaska. 

A party constating of Dr. Ihiddlng- 
toh„ Mr. Pemln.cn., and Mr. \Vlggaii 
spent some time invr.Miirating geologi- 
cal ore deposits in Alaska, while Mr. 
Gill was in the same district prospect- 
ing for the Gr.inby Consolidate,! Min- 
ing Company. The party tinder Pr. 
Buddington's leadership had it:' own 
boat which they used along tho coast 
to examine newly discovered pros- 
pects for ore. They insisted .nine 
owners by giving advice, and at tho 
same time worked out the general 
ecology of the country.
